Half Billion Spent Annually 
To Present News, Survey Shows 


American daily newspapers spend a total of almost 
$500,000,000 annually to bring the latest news from all 
parts of the earth to your doorstep every day—news which 
comes to you at the cost of a few pennies. 

According to a survey made just prior to the opening 
of National Newspaper Week yesterday, the expense: of 
gathering and preparing news for publication—editors’ and 
reporters’ salaries, charges for transmitting news by cable, 
wire and radio—approximates $97,500,000 a year. 

Daily newspapers consume paper and ink at the rate 
of $225,000,000. The bill for light, heat, repairs to equip- 
ment, etc., runs. to another $15,000,000. 

It costs publishers $100,000,000 to get subscribers and 
deliver newspapers to readers, but from sales they get a 
total of $375,000,000. Advertising brings in $550,000,000 a 
year at an expense of $75,000,000. 

Ten per cent of the newspapers’ gross income goes for 
taxes, it is estimated. And then there are many additional 
expenses, such as legal services, bad debts and special 
promotion. 

Into land, buildings and physical equipment publishers 
of daily newspapers have invested about half a billion 


dollars.

their own supplies only in return 
for coupons they have to give sup- 
pliers.

Tis an Ill Wind— 

The ancient adage that it is an ill wind 
that blows no good has rarely been illustrated 
better than by a brief news story which ema- 
nated from Athens, Ga., this week. 

The Georgia Agricultural Extension Service 
announced that, because of a war-imposed re- 
duction in supplies of commercial nitrogen fer- 
tilizer, Georgia farmers this year will grow 
more cover crops than usual, in order to add 
nitrogen to the soil and to retain the fertility 
already there. 

For decades Georgia agriculture has been 
disastrously handicaped by the habit of de- 
pending, almost entirely, upon commercial fer- 

ilizer to supply necessary fertility to the soil. 

Year after year the land has been depleted by 
the growing of nitrogen extracting crops and, 
year after year, the farmer has had to spend 
a large ratio of his income to purchase commer- 
cial fertilizers to replace that ;nitrogen. 

Agricultural educators have preached the 
truth, but it has been but slowly learnt. That 
is, that by proper rotation of crops any field

It was the 
words of a leader attempting to reassure a 
people who are filled with foreboding and 
doubt. Far different - from the bombast which 
marked his earlier speeches. Then he was 
talking to people intoxicated by his promises 
of. world conquest. This week he spoke to a 
people sombre with growing realization of the 
inevitable defeat and disaster which they face. 

Evidence that the raids of the RAF are 
having heavy effect on German morale is 
found in one sentence from the Schickelgruber 
outpouring. He promised that the “hour will 
come when we shall strike back.” 

Far different from the language of that 
same man when he thought he had Britain 
helpless beneath the bombs of his Luftwaffe. 
Just a promise that, at some indefinite future 
date, “we shall strike back.” He should have 
added the words “if we can.” 

For, today, the RAF has air dominance over 


western Europe. The day is fast coming when. 


that dominance shall be so overwhelming the 
German strength in the air will be practically 
eliminated. 

And Hitler knows the air raids over Ger- 
man industrial cities will grow heavier and 
heavier as the months pass. Yet all he could 
offer his people, those who must cower beneath 
the descending bombs, those who must seek 
a safety that is:non-exiStent, was an indefinite 
promise of retaliatory attack. 

If the German people remember just a few 
of the boastful promises made by Schickel- 
gruber in the past, promises that now are ab- 
surd in unfulfillment, they will not place much 
credence in this latest promise of a discredited 
Fuehrer.

The number of daily riders coming to town be- 
tween 7 o'clock and 10 o'clock, was 43,624 in May 
and 56,328 in September—an increase of 16 per cent 
in a period of only four months. But the maximum 
number of riders in any 15-minute period was 6,505 
in May and 6,275 in September. 


Here’s what these figures mean in terms of 
Atlanta’s working men and women: 


1. Because of gasoline and tire rationing there 
has been a very great increase in the number of 
people using trolleys and buses. This increase will 
continue during the fall and winter. 


2. War conditions have made it impossible for 
us to get enough new buses and trolleys to take care 
of the increased riding. Many vehicles which have 
been on order for the past nine months are still unde- 
livered and it is likely that some of them, at least, 
will not be delivered at all. For all practical pur- 
poses, Atlanta’s transportation needs must-be pro- 
vided with the equipment already on hand. 


3. Before staggered hours went into effect, ears’. 
and buses were filled to capacity at the periods of 
heaviest travel, between 8 a. m. and 8:45 a. m. If 
staggered hours had not-been adopted, and if the 
16 per cent increase had occurred in the peak period 
as well as at other times, the new riders could have 
been accommodated only with the greatest difficulty 
—if at ali. 


4, Staggered hours have not made cars less 
crowded than they were before. They have, how- 
ever, made it possible for us to carry 16 per,cent 
more people with no greater crowding at the time 
of maximum congestion. 


The staggered hours program can be still further 
improved, with respect to opening and closing hours 
of offices and business establishments and with 
respect to adjustments of car and bus schedules. 

Most imoprtant of all, we must hold what we 
have gained so far. We must keep our present pro- 
gram and make such changes as will improve it. Only 
thus can Atlanta be assured of adequate transpor- 
tation service during wartime.

We 
cannot leave one stone unturned 
in our efforts to uncover and de- 
stroy Fifth Column activities.” 
Rockefeller likened the precau- 
tionary measure being taken 


against Fifth Columns in the oth- 


er Americas to the measures that

“Each country is carrying. out

conditions,” he said. 

Rockefeller said his chief ob- 
servation was the rising tide of 
enthusiasm for the war on the part 
of the people in all the areas he 
which included Brazil, 
Chile, Peru, Colombia, Ecuador 
and Panama.
